From Zimmerman on National Pride. 


"Tue hiftory of the Malabars extends to an 
infinite time: they will tell you of Darma, of 
Schoren, of Pandyen, and of many other kings, 
who muft have lived long before the begining of the 
world according to our computation ; but you muft 
not afk them the names of princes who reigued only 
three hundred years ago, for of them they are to- 
tally ignorant. 

The yet uncivilized inhabitants of Paraguay give 
to the moon the endearing appellation of mother ; 
and when their parent is eclipfed, they run out of 
their hats with the greateft activity, and making the 
moft hideous lamentations, they fhoota vaft number 
of arrows into the air in order to defend the moon 
from the dogs who attacks her, and want to tear her 
in pieces, which they take to be the caufe of the 
obfcuration of that luminary, and the thooting con- 
tinues till it refumes its wonted brightneis. 

The Swedes have a long table of kings, in an un- 
interrupted chain of fucceflion from Noah cown-to 
his prelent majefty. The Edda and Wolufpo are, 
next to the holy Scriptures, efteemed the moft 
valuable monaments of antiquity, by every one who 
isa true Swede. Rudbeck, more concerned for the 
imaginary honour of his country than for hiftoric 


truth, gives the Swedifh monarchy a duration of 


twenty centuries before the birth of Chrift: whereas 
Rabenius expreffes his doubts whether Sweden was 
even peopled fo late as the beginning of the fifth 
century ; and that, even according to Dalin’s hy- 
pothefis, Sweden only emerged from the ocean about 
four hundred years before our gra. ‘The Laplanders 
derive their origin immediately from a god, who pro- 
duced at the fame time both their anceftor, and that 
of the Swedes; but the latter in a violent thunder- 
ftorm ¢rept under a tree for fhelter, while the coura- 
geous progenitor of the Laplanders remained -in- 


flexible and intrepid, expofed to the whole force of} fhare, referving but a {mall portion to herfelf.

In Spain, every farmer and every tradefman has 
his genealogical tables, which begin generally, as 
thofe ofthe Welchmen do, at Noah’s ark. 
aginary anceftry forbids a Spantfh countryman to 
plough his own groend; labour is, in bis opinion, 
only fit for flaves; and the man who works two hours 
daring the dzy, is of greater confideration and more 
noble blood, than he who employs fix out of the 
twenty-four in ufeful occupation: he therefore gets 
a foreigner to take off his hands the agricultural 
part, and at the fame time the profits ariing from it, 
while he lounges at home thrumming over a tinkling 
guitar. But when fuch an iliuftrious peafant debafes 
himfelf fo far as to hold the plough, he yet knows 
how to give an air of grandeur to this mean employ- 
ment; he flicks a couple of cocks’ feathers in his 
hat, and has his cloak and fword lying befide him, 
fo that as foon as he perceives a traveller ora 
franger, he inftantly abandons the plough, throws 
the cloak over his fhoulders, claps on his toledo, 
ftrokes his muftachios, and ftruts over the field with 
the appearance of a Cavalier aang the air. The 
common peopie in Spain think the French all beg- 
gars, becaufe there is many a Frenchman who earns 
a livelitood there by manual labour: the Swifs will 
foon have the fame reputation, for with heartful con- 
cern, even while now writing, I fee whole droves 
of honeft,fturdy Roman Catholic Swiizers,with their 
bexom wives and numerous children, pafs by my 
windows in their way to Spain, to avoid, as they 
themfelves fay, ftarving at home. 

Vhe Florentine noblefle are uncommen!y referv- 
edand haughty towards flrangers, who cannot prove 
their nobilitv, and may, perchance, be mere tradef- 
men; yetit is an acknowledged fact, that there isa 
window towards the ftreet in every piace or large 
houfe in Florence, with an iron knocker and an em- 
pty fiaik hang over it, as 2 fign, that wine is to be 
fold there by the botile.

AN, it has been often faid, is the crea- 

ture of habit ; he imbibes prejudices in 
the dawn of his exiftence, which, taking his fpecies in 
the tulk, are not eafily eradicated. He 1s born, lives, 
and dies the flave of cu‘tom, and rarely has itrength of 
mind, or leifure, to confider well on what has preceded 
him; or whether thofe forms of policy, adopted in the 
infancy of fociety, when man fir{t emerged from his fa- 
vage {tate, fhould be continued to am era and in an age 
when from an impulfe of Providence, Reafon, or Na- 
ture, or from fome caufe unknown, he has thought pro- 
per to caft. an eye of reflection upon himfelf, to look 
within himfelf, and to confider his rights, what is due 
to the dignity of his nature ; and to fcaa the means of 
preventing the great family of mankind from being prey- 
ed upon, vitiated, and harraffed through life by thofe 
hereditary tyrants, whom a perverted and miftaken fyf- 
tem of things has placed at the head of human affairs. 

Men of fentiment, and thofe who deal in meral and 
philofophical theory, which isa kind of dawn to practi- 
cal policy, have long feen that there is fomething wroag 
in reftraining the perfons of men for what is called debt. 
Few, if any, however, have afligned a reafon why, in 
the common courfe of things, fociety fhould not punifh 
thofe who wilfully forfeit obligations; or by loofe habits 
of life, and without induftry, embezzle, purloin, or de- 
ftroy the property of others. It is not every one that 
refle@s fufficiently on the nature of fociety. Metaphy- 
fical arguments might be brought in abundance to fhew 
that in the focial ftate, as well as in every other which 
man has thoaght proper to adopt, an individual has a 
clear right to the products of his labour, however they 
may in part, by abufe, be filched from him by kings, 
courts, and thofe deftrudive fyftems, which originate 
‘nthe opinion, that by making man a poor bafe reptile, 
he is more eafily governed, and more to his own advan- 
tage, than if enlightened, inftructed, humanized and 
taught to contider himfelf, in the aggregate. a rational, 
fubordinate governor of the globe on which he exifts. 

In the career of things, fo diverfified are the natu- 
ral abilities, underitandings and energies of mankind, 
that there will eve more be an inequality in point of 
individual property. 1 he matter is clearly fo ordained 
by nature. Let us not confider man alone as a con- 
ftant exemplar of the inftability of things. Look at 
yonder hive of bees; the faculties of thofe ingenious 
winged infeéts are endlefsly diverfified. One comes 
home laden with honey ; he baffles all the efforts of 
the king birds, who are in perpetual purfuit of him— 
evades their dexterity, and depofits his treafure. Ano- 
ther, with equal induftry, comes back to his hive with 
a poor return—he has loft one of his limbs—a leg—or 
he has had bis eye pecked out by fome warrior wafp. 
The whole hive are inftantly in arms againft him: he 
is put in coventry—he is killed, or ruined. : 

Jails, and the whole fyftem of civil debitorial co-er- 
cion, have probably had their origin in a wrong fyftem 
of legiflation. Equivocal laws are the wortt of ll 
nuifances ; and defigning men are continually taking 
the advantage of fuch, to favour themfelves and wrong 
others, What a mon: rous fyitem mu't that be—how 
abfurd—how unjuit—how cruel—which allows a man 
to carry his il'-gotten millions with him into a prifon, 
to defraud the induftrious, ruin the orphan, and defos 
late all that had been within his reach or connexion !— 

The voice ot the world is againit creditors—altho’ 
frequently unreafonable, i: is Rill the voice of nature, 
add is one cf thofe reliques of the original benevo- 
lent movements of the human heart, before it became 
hampared with abfurd laws, reles, regulations, fo- 
cietv. On a view of this fubjet, the queftion na- 
turally arifés, how, where, and whenthe idea of 
coercion in thefe caies originate. ; 

In the inveftigation of truth, it is the bufinefs of 
the philofopber to revert to fimple principles. Look 
at man in his favage ft.te: there the outlines of his 
genera! conduct are the fame as under civ lization. 
The Miffifago Indian wonders through the foreft «ith 
his bow and arrow—he kills a deer and returns to his 
wigwam.

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In confequeace of an affault on Mr. Bache, printer 
of the Avrora, by Clement Humphreys, fhip builder,

The defendant pleaded guilty, but endeavoured, ey 
counfel, to offer reafons by way of extenuation, Af- 


ter a ‘long and patient hearing of evidences on both 
fides of the queftion, chief juftice M‘Kean pronoun- 
ced fentence to the following .effec&t: “* th.t as Mr. 
Bache had never injured the fad Humphrys, or any of 
his connexions ;. and as any affront faid to have been 


offered to general Wafhington through the medium of 
the Aurora, could not legally be nunifhed by the faid 
Humphrys (as he had thought proper to do, in beating 
Mr. Bache in a ruffian manner, on board the frigate) : 
that the court fentences the faid Humphrys (as being a 
young man, and of little experience in life) to pay a 
fine of fifty dollars to the commonwealth, and to enter 
into a recognizance in two thoufand dollars, with at 
leaft one furety, to keep the peace ; and that he ftand 
committed till the fentence be complied with.”
